Volume 21 consists of 249 pages of index 
and guide to the encyclopedia, and about 
75 pages of index to the summaries con- 
tinuing the paging of volumes 1-20. 

The 1956 Subscription Books Committee 
review of The Illustrated Home Library 
Encyclopedia was based on volume 1, 
A-Amm; pages 1-50 of that volume were 
found to be almost identical with the same 
pages of volume 1 of the Illustrated En- 
cyclopedia of Knowledge. Volume 1 of the 
present work has the same letter span as 
these two encyclopedias, and the encyclo- 
pedic portion runs to the same number of 
pages. 

The Preface of the Illustrated World 
Encyclopedia calls this “a new and unique 
encyclopedia,” and says that the purpose 
of its editors “was to meet a need not 
met by any other encyclopedia: To answer 
the questions of the entire family... .” 
Morehead indicates that the editors have 
used “the proven techniques of the great 
mass magazines, which require that every 
article be interesting, complete, under- 


standable, and easy to read.” 

Although evidence indicates that this set 
is not actually “new and unique” because 
by its own admission it uses previously 
published material, it may be said that 
the articles in most instances are fairly 
interesting, understandable, and easy to 
read as claimed. This set appears to be 
adapted to users not above the junior high 
school level and would make a better case 
for itself if it did not claim to fit the needs 
of the entire family. Several widely used 
encyclopedias for young people do not 
stress adult use, although their use by 
adults for many purposes is widely 
recognized. 


Articles are usually brief and are with- 
out bibliographies. Their standard of ac- 
curacy is largely acceptable, though mis- 
takes in spelling were noted. Many names 
of persons and places and also subjects in 
all branches of knowledge are not fully 
treated in the set. The style is occasion- 
ally reminiscent of popular magazine writ- 
ing and gives the impression of oversim- 
plification at the expense of factual 
description. The Preface, however, main- 
tains that the editors were not forced to 
oversimplify even though they used the 
vocabulary of elementary school word 
lists. More difficult words were used when 
required for accuracy or expressiveness. 

No articles are signed. The editor refers 
in the Preface to a “staff of several hun- 
dred editors” in guaranteeing “that the 
work is authoritative,” but only 16 persons 
are thus designated. Under the heading 
Contributors and Consultants are 104 
names, the first 50 of which were checked 
and found in one or more recognized bio- 
graphical sources. These persons may be 
considered authorities, but their responsi- 
bility for the work is not made clear. Then 
there is another list of Writers consisting 
of 54 persons. A sampling of these names 
was checked, but none appeared in any 
biographical references consulted. Mr. 
Morehead, editor, is listed in the 1960-1961 
Who’s Who in America. He has had a long 
career in both newspaper and magazine 
writing and has written a number of books, 
many of them about games. He was game

Information is unbiased but unevenly up 
to date. Some photographs and descriptive 
material are out of date, such as the arti- 
cles and skyline photographs of Chicago 
and Detroit which omit changes of the past 
eight years. Arrangement is alphabetical 
by letter. Cross references are usually in- 
conveniently placed within the articles 
and not easily seen. 

This edition is called the Literary 
Treasures Edition, the designation appear- 
ing only on the spines of the books. At 
the end of each volume is a section of 64 
pages, both separately and continuously 
numbered with a title page in each case 
reading “The Best of Good Reading; Liter- 
ary Treasures; The Novels, plays, poems, 
and other works of the most celebrated 
and historic writers of the English lan- 
guage in all lands and times. Edited by 
Albert H. Morehead . . . Bobley Publish- 
ing Corp. [c1958-59].” Morehead lists a 
publication Literary Treasures, 1958 in 
the Who’s Who in America sketch. Some 


of the persons responsible for the encyclo- 
pedic section assist in the literary section. 
Most of the drawings are by Rafaello 
Busoni (Tenniel drawings are reproduced 
for the Alice in Wonderland summary). 


The descriptive subtitle is strangely 
worded, since a large proportion of the 
works summarized were originally in 
languages other than English. 


Each work is given treatment of at least 
one page (there are 25 summaries in about 
60 pages in volume 1, following 246 pages 
of encyclopedic articles); in addition to 
bibliographical information there is an un- 
signed paragraph of critical comment pre- 
ceding the summary. Credits are given 
to a different group of summary writers 
for each volume, but specific attribution is 
not made. 

It seems likely that this material was 
either published separately or was ex- 
pected to be a separate work. There is no 
relating of materials in the encyclopedic 
sections to those in the summary sections 
such as references from author articles to 


titles in the Literary Treasures section, 
and vice versa, nor is any relationship 
brought out in the Index volume. The 
selection of titles is broad. Volume 1 
contains such varied fare as Abe Lincoln in 
Illinois; Absalom, Absalom; Adam Bede; 
The Aeneid; Aesop’s Fables; Age of Rea- 
son; Alice in Wonderland; All God’s Chil- 
lun Got Wings; and Americanization of 
Edward Bok. Each summary is divided 
into chapters or groups of chapters, per- 
haps designed for writers of school book 
reports, although the Preface says, “There 
is no substitute for reading the book it- 
self.” The capsule critical comments are 
good; the summaries themselves are “ade- 
quate for study and review” as advertised 
by the publisher. 

The final Index volume is in two sepa- 
rately paged sections. The first section 
contains a Study Guide (76p.), Index 
(p.78-216), Guide to Pronunciation (p.217- 
249), and the second section Index to 
Literary Treasures has separate indexes 
of authors and translators, of titles, and of 
characters and places. 

While adding to the usefulness of the 
set, the Index volume has several short- 
comings. The Study Guide has some 
groupings which weaken its value. For 
example, subjects like castle, chivalry, 
feudalism, gladiator, heraldry, and mound 
builders are placed under Anthropology, 
Former Times, and are not repeated under 
History, nor connected by cross reference. 

The Index to the encyclopedia has some 
omissions such as no mention under tape 
recorder of several pages and illustra- 
tions in the article on recording. The 
Guide to Pronunciation of words and 
names has few common nouns ‘and in- 
cludes only surnames. The fairly com- 
mon surname Weber is given the pronun- 
ciation VAY-ber, ignoring the possibility 
that other pronunciations may be used. 

The Index to Literary Treasures is 
separate. There is no mention in this Index 
of author biographies in the encyclopedia 
section. The character index gives pronun- 
ciation of surname (Lapham) in one place, 
and pronunciation of first name (Silas) 
under Silas Lapham, never giving the en- 
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tire pronunciation under either entry. 

Type is clear throughout and easily read, 
and paper is satisfactory. However, the 
text page is sometimes marred in appear- 
ance. Entries are clearly set off; they are 
in lower case when common nouns and 
capitalized when proper nouns. Illustra- 
tions appear on almost every double page. 
Text illustrations are about two thirds 
photographs and one third drawings. Some 
cuts do not come out very clearly because 
of the softness of the paper, but the over- 
all appearance of printing and text illus- 
trations is fairly satisfactory. Illustrations 
have single colors added to text pages 
which enliven the appearance. 

The color plates are bound in at random 
and in almost no case do they appear next 
to the text on the same subject, nor are 
they mentioned in the text or index, and 
plates on the same subject are often sepa- 
rated from one another. There are some 
half dozen sheets bound in this way in 
every volume; the quality of the color re- 
productions of photographs is good, al- 
though they are sometimes small and 
grouped with many others on the same 
plate. The more numerous nonphoto- 
graphic color plates marked (c) C. S. 
Hammond are much less satisfactory tech- 
nically. A garishly colored “World Atlas” 
of 16 pages is unaccountably placed be- 
tween Acadia and Acanthus in volume 1. 

Binding is a simulated maroon leather- 
ette cloth with gold decorative stamping. 
The volumes lie flat and the binding is 
sturdy enough to withstand student and 
home use. 

The practice of issuing similar material 
over a period of years under different 
titles, and with change in publisher’s name, 
impairs the buyer’s confidence in the in- 
tegrity of all the works so published. In 
addition Illustrated World Encyclopedia 
is inconsistently up to date, too often care- 
lessly put together without traceable 


when these are available. 


The Liter- 
ary Treasures section would have been 
more useful if it had been connected by 
cross references or index entries to the 
encyclopedia.
